JAPS ON DEFENSIVE 
ABOUT YENTAI MINES. 


Mukden Reports a Great Change in the 
Warlike Situation There. 


Distribution of the Mikado’s Forces Confronting 
Kouropatkin—Report that Latter’s Outposts Have 
‘Been Driven in—Important Dispatches Transmitted to 
the Emperor Assault Upon Port Arthur Repulsed.

SSOCIATED PRESS HEADQUARTERS, NEW YORK, Oct. 1—Field 

Marshal Oyama has begun the long-expected advance on the Rus- 

sian army at Mukden, and a coincident movement against Sinmin- 
tin is indicated by the fact that the Japanese have occupied Siabeyho, 
west of the Liao River. There is a concentration of Japanese forces 
near the Yentai mines, and the advance lines are gradually pushing 
eastward. Gen. Sakharoff, in dispatches to the Wer Office at St. Peters- 
burg, reports success in several engagements of a minor character. 

3 An undated dispatch from Gen. Kuroki’s . headquarters reports 
the present Japanese miltary organization to be as effective as at any 
time since the war began. 

There is no definite news from Port Arthur. Changes in the Rus- 
sian Ministry gf Marine and in naval commands are announced pn high 
authority.

SHAW FELT 
THE PULSES. 


Shrewd Treasury Chief Has 
Figures About States. 


Republican Sentiment is V ery 
Strong Out West. 


Victory Assured Even Were 
New York Lost. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES U 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch. Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw said today that in no 
State that he visited during his long 
Western trip did he enjoy himself or 
find so great a degree of enthusiasm 
as California. 

“Of course,” said Mr. Shaw, “I ap- 
preciated that most of this cordiality 
and enthusiasm shown Aoward me 
Was on account of my distinguished 
chief, President Roosevelt, but it was 
appreciated nevertheless.” 

Secretary Shaw, who is looked upon 
as the Cabinet member who can most 
surely gauge political sentiment. is 
convinced that President Roosevelt 
will be elected in November. When 
not engaged in preaching Republican 
doctrine, he was feeling the pulse of 
the community, and he has made a de- 
tailed report of his observations and 
conclusions to the President. He 
spent several hours at the White 
House going over the situation in the 
Middle and Far West, giving the ‘fig- 
ures which represent his judgment as 
to the manner in which most States 
will go on election day. 

The Secretary discovered during his 
trip that the personality of the Presi- 
dent constituted a considerable fac- 
tor in the campaign,.and that the vot- 
ersinthe section he visited admired 
the President for his deeds and atts, 
as well as for the political principles 
he stands for. Briefly, the report 
which Mr. Shaw made might be sum- 
med up as follows: 

The States of California, Oregon, 
Washington, Illinois and Nebraska 
are absolutely safe. Republican 
chances, are excellent in Montana, 
Idaho afid Nevada, and while the labor 
troubles in Colorado seriously menace 
the ticket, that State might be pulled 
through if the business interests stand 
by Gov. Peabody. In other words, the 
Secretary’s opinion is that the Presi- 
dent will carry every State north of 
the Missouri and west of ihe Alleghe- 
nies, with the exception of two or 
three of the small Rocky Mountain 
common wealths. | 

Using this information in connec- 
tion with that brought by Chairman 
Cortelyou,accuple of nights ago, the 
President and his Cabinet officers be- 
lieved that they could figure out a 
victory, even without the vote of New 
York State, not, however, conceding 
the loss of that State. Tue following 
conveys an idea of how they are cal- 
culating, the States named being 
those they think are going Repub- 
lican, according to. present advices: 
California, 10; Connecticut, 7; Dela- 
ware, 3; Lilinois, 27; Indiana, 15; Iowa, 
13; Kansas, 10; Maine, 6; Massachu- 
setts, 16; Michigan, 14: Minnesota, 
11; Nebraska, 8; New Hampshire, 4; 
New Jersey, 12; North Dakota, 4; 
Ohio, 23; Oregon, 4; Pennsylvania, 
34; Rhode Island, 4; South Dakota, 4; 
Vermont, 4; Washington, 5; Wiscon- 
sin, 13; Wyoming, 3. This is a total 
of 254, or fifteen more than a major- 
ity of the electoral college. 

It will be noted in this list that the 
States of New York, West Virginia, 
Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Nevada and 
Utah, with a total of sixty-three votes, 
are omitted. The Solid South, with 
115 votes, and Maryland with 8 are 
conceded to the Democrats. Although 
West Virginia is not included in the 
Republican list, the President and 
Secretary believe it to be Republican,

Egypt sends to the United States and 
England a curious article of commerce, 
consisting of fragments of mummies— 
or perhaps mummies whole—which are 
ground up and used in mixing paints 
for artists. The mummies are not 
finely-preserved royal remains from 
sepuichers of dead kings, but the mum- 
mies of the common people of Egypt, 
‘who passed away 2000 or 3000 years 
ago, and were emblamed less carefully 
and laid away in less costly tombs than 
their more fortunate fellow-subjects. 
Appropriately enough, poppy oil is used 
t mix the peculiar brown paint obtained 
from pulverized mummy. In return 
Egypt imports quantiti of imitation 
acarabei, those little stone charms worn 
by ancient Egyptians which look like a 
beetle on top and have on the smooth 
underside the hieroglyphics of some 
great prince who reigned in the Nile 
Valley when the world was young. The 
Americans say these false scarabeil are 
manufactured in Birmingham, Eng., but 
the English declare that they come 
from Connecticut, where they are made 
by machinery and shipped in barrels to 
be planted by Arabian guides in the 
desert sands and “discovered” in the 
very sight of confiding tourists, who 
pay a big price for them.

IDE INTEREST 
IN ANNANDALE. 


QUESTION OF BIBLE IN THE 
SCHOOL MUCH DISCUSSED. 


— — 


Educators Propose Commission of 
Protestants, Hebrews and Roman 
Catholics to Select Sections of 
Holy Writ .c Which no Objection 
Could be Aaised. 


The proposition of A. Weiss, a patron 
of the Annandale public school, to in- 
stitute injunction proceédings to close 
the schodl because the Bible was used 
therein, as detailed in The Times yes- 
terday, has aroused wide interest and 


a general discussion of the question. 


It appears that the trouble in the 
Annandale district is confined to the 
Weiss family, and that there have been 
no o»jections from other sources, Both 
the teachers declare they have not 
opened school with prayer, and that 
during the entire term there has never 
been a chapter read from the Bible for 
the opening of the school; that they 
have simply used the Bible as a book 
of reference in the study of literature, 
or in fulfilling the work prescribed by 
the County Board of Education. 

The course of study provides for the 
pupils learning selections from some of 
the leading American and English 
poets, and in some of these selections 
reference is made to narratives found 


in the Bible. In order to have a clear 


understanding of these, the teachers 
have referred the pupils to the Bible 
for a reading of these accounts, they 
Claim. 

Included in the literary selections to 
be memorized as examples of fine die- 
tion and high expressions of sentiment 
is the Dwenty-tnird Psalm, which has 
ralsed the trouble at Annan 

About two years ago a case in which 
the right to read the Bible in ihe 
schools of Monterey was questioned 
was referred to the Attorney-General 
for. an opinion, and he decided that 
such reading was in violation of the 
State school law. 

County Superintendent Mark Keppel 
is of the opinion that this decision 
would not be sustained by the courts, 
and that the use of the Bible in the 
public schools as a book of reference, 
or it finding a place in the school libra- 
ries would oe sustained in a test case. 

Since the question has come before 
the public through the Annandale cause, 
another phase for a satisfactory solu- 
tion has been proposed by some of 


those interested in educational work. 
It is the forma of a com 
composed of Protestants, Jews and 


Roman Catholics for the selection vf 
sections of the Bible notable for their 
literary merit, and yet selections over 
which there is no controversy. lt is 
claimed this has deen accomplished in 
several of the larger eastern cities, and 
the results have been complied in a 
text-book for the use of the schools, 
where it is employed with much satis- 
faction, 


RABBI HECHT'S STAND, 

Dr. 8. Hecht, rabbi of the Congrega- 
tion Bnai Frith, in discussing the 
Annandale episode, yesterday, said: 
“I am on record on this questiol of the 
Bible or religious teaching in the pub- 
lic schools. About two years ago: nad 
occasion myself to make objections to 
the use of hymns based on chrystolosy 
in the public achools of this city. Our 
schools should be kept perfec free 
from this sort of thing, and I wouid 
just as quickly object to the introduc- 
tion of matters Jewish as per- 
taining to the Christian 

“I take decided exception to 
quoted statentent in yesterday's Times 
that ‘this is a Christian try.“ I do 
not so understand it from my readi 
and observation. I believe that a 
religious instruction should be confined 
to the church and Sunday-schools, and 
that the public schools should be en- 
tirely without religious prejudice, 

“The Twenty-third Psalm, to which 
reference has been made ih this case of 
the Annandale school, is a very beau- 
tiful one, full of poetic imagery, and a 
fine literary selection; but I regard it 
as simply an entering wedge for other 
selections w would be very objec- 
tlonable to certain patrons of the pub- 
lic schools; and on these un I 
object to the Bible being at all in 
the public schools. 

“If the children were old enough to 
consider the reading of the Bible in the 
schools simply as literature, it might 
not be 80 objectionable; but their 
minds are not mature enough to so 
consider it. The Hebrews are decid- 
edly in favor of the public schools; but 
they desire that these schools be main- 
tained entirely free from religious 
teachings or bias; and therefore they 
object to the reading of the Bible in 
the schools.”

E GURNEY EPISODE. 

Perhaps the most sensible sugges- 
tion that has been made in connec- 
tion with the Gurney incident is that 
made by the Westminster Gazette, to 
the effect that “it seems desirable 
that gentlemen connected with thie le- 
gations should keep on the safe side 
of lecal law when they use motor 
cars; but if perchance they transgress, 
the simplest, quietest plan, perhaps, 
is to waive their privilege and pay 
the fine.” 

This, obviously, is good sound sense 
—excepting, of course, in a possible 
contingency where the transgression 
and the penalty are serious. As a 
matter of abstract right and justice, 
subjects of a foreign power should 
be amenable to the laws of the coun- 
try to which they are accredited, as- 
suming that the laws of such country 
and the administration thereof are 
just, insuring to an accused person a | 
fair trial and a fair sentence if found 
guilty. Such is the case in the United 
States and Great Britain. There is no 
reason to fear that an American citi- 
zen accused of an offense in Englanii 
would not be given a fair trial, nor 
that an Englishman accused of violat- 
ing. local laws in the United States 
would be treated with injustice. 

It seems absurd, therefore, to ex- 
empt members of foreign embassies 
from the common rule. if it be 
deemed necessary to keep up this 
technical exemption it is clear that 
the practice should be such as to make 
it a fiction rather than a fact. In 
other words, “gentlemen connected 
with the legations” would do well in 
such cases to “waive the privilege and 
pay the fine.” To stand upon a privi- 
lege which is manifestly wrong in 
principle and unjust in operation, is 
clearly one of the absurdities of dipio- 
macy which, in common with other 
absurdities, ought to give way before 
the demands of common sense. 

So far as Mr. Gurney is concerned, 
he is plainly a violator of the laws of 
Massachusetts. He has _ received a 
suitable apology from Justice Phelps, 
who imposed the fines, one for viola- 
tion of the law, the other for con- 
tempt of court in refusing to abide by 
the court's decision. As Gurney was 
manifestly in the wrong, in disobeying 
the law, and as the fines have been re- 
mitted by Justice Phelps, his offended 
dignity has presumably been satisfied. 
But if he is anxious to “square him- 
self” with the opinions of sensible 
men on both sides of the Atlantic, he 
will refuse to accept the remission of 
fines, will frankly acknowledge his 
transgression, and will take bis medi- 
cine” like a gentleman. He could do 
this with better grace, now that his 
technical exemption has been ac- 
knowledged and due amends have 
been made. ‘ 

Mr. Gurney’s action in claiming 
exemption from arrest is not looked 
upon with much favor in England. It 
was certainly an unmanly act; but it 
was not, it seems, without precedent, 
to our own discredit. The fact is re- 
called that “when the son of Henry 
White, secretary of the embassy in 
London, and Spencer Eddy, in 1899, 
when he was third secretary of the 
embassy, were summoned (before an 
English court) for riding bicycles on 
a footpath, similar exemption was 
claimed and reference was then made 
to the statute of 1708, whereby any 
British official acting as Justice Phelps 
did toward a diplomat became amen- 
able, not only to severe penalties but 
even to flogging.” This seems like 
straining reasonable diplomacy al- 
most to the breaking point. There is 
not much likelmood that Justice 
Phelps is in danger of receiving a 
flogging, severe or otherwise, because 
of his action in the Gurney case. He 
did his duty as he saw it, and the pen- 
alty which he imposed was literally 
just, as applying to all violators of 
the law, though technically un- 
warranted as applying to the attaché 
of a foreign embassy. 

Perhaps it would be a good idea for 
both nations—aend for all natione—in 
sending out their diplomatic represent- 
atives hereafter, not only to give 
them full instructions as to their 
righta, privileges and exemptions, but 
to Instruct them, also, that to invoke 
these rights, privileges and exemp- 
tions in contravention of the laws of 
the countries to which they are ac 


j ardly. Any man going to a foreign

TRIVING FOR HARMONY.

The cohesive power of (prospective) 
public plunder is generally acknow!- 
edged to be of great effect in bring- 
ing its units together.

The talk of har- 
mony is very alluring when regarded 
superficially, but beneath it there is 
an irreconcilable conflict, which re- 
quires for its settlement a more con- 
summate diplomatist than the Esopus 
sage can ever hope to become. As 
the campaign proceeds, the probability 
that the conservative and radical 
wings of the Democracy will get to- 
gether in real harmony on the Dem- 
ocratic national platform grows less 
and less. Already a formidable anti- 
Parker movement has sprung up in 
the household of the Democracy, and 
this movement promises to spread to 
all parts of the country. 
If the antagonistic elements of the 
Democratic party fail to get together 
in this campaign, they will find it 
even more difficult to get together in 
the next campaign. The reason why 
these factions cannot get together in 
perfect harmony is that the differ- 
ences between them are too radical 
for reconciliation. There are wounds 
that heal readily, by “first intention,” 
and there are other wounds that re- 
fuse to cicatrize, though all known 
remedies be applied. In the demoral- 
ized and badly bunged-up Democracy 
of the present time there are many 
wounds of the latter kind, and a dozen 
Dr. Parkers could not heal them 
In. a lifetime of strenuous effort, 
However, as The Times has here- 
tofore observed, it is of no particular 
moment to Republicans whether their 
opponents are divided or united.

Some samples 
contained arsenic, turpentine and 
traces of prussic acid,” 

Dr. Warren said he had inetituted 
procedings in over one hundred cases 
where the deadly stuff had been sold. 
The total number from present !ndica- 
tions will exceed 1000, and may. before 
the investigation is completed, reach

SHOWN IN WASHINGTON.

The Seat of the National Govern- 
ment is a City of Cleanliness, Beauty 
and Imposing Structures—tLovely 
Mount Vernon — Noteworthy 
Tribute to Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23, 1904-—We 
can hardly realize that the glory and 
splendor of California's skies are not 
Overhead as we reach Washington, for 
the blue above us 1s 80 cloudless and 
full of sunshine, 

The first thing that impresses . the 
visitor to Washington is the cleanness 
of the city; the next, the beauty of her 
broad, tree-lined streets; then the num- 
ber and attractiveness of her many 
parks, her numerous fine residences, 
and the Wnposing character of her pub- 
lic bu Washington is a fitting 
capital for a nation that has become a 
| sreat world power, and whose flag ig un- 

turled not only beneath the skies of 
the Occident, but under those of the 


After seeing from our trolley car the 
magnificent Treasury BMullding, the 
great Postoffice Building, With its lofty 
tower, the National Museum, we visited 
the new Library or Congress, which 
is sald to be “the largest, costilest and 
finest library building in the world.“ 
requiring an expenditure of ten years 
of labor and over six million dollars— 
a library with shelf room for two mil- 
lion two hundred thousand volumes. 
The reading rooms are open to the 
public, and here the sovereign citisen 
may go without formal permission and 
sit at home with the books which 
Uncle Sam offers for his perusal. 

The Treasury Building is a magnifi- 
cent structure, costing $7,000,000, and 
containing closed vauits which have a 
capacity of $215,000,000 in coin. The 
cash room is said to be one of the most 
costly rooms in the world. it is fin- 
ished in a variety of foreign marbles. 

The Capitol Building, with its mag- 
nificent grounds, embracing fifty-two 


Washington National Monument, a 
grand obelisk built of Maryland mar- 
ble, and five hundred and fifty-five feet 
high, pointing like a white finger to the 
skies. From its top the observer van 
see miles upon miles in every direction, 
one of the most striking views in the 
world, 

Those in our party who saw these 
and other public buildings for the first 
time were imp as never before, 
with the wealth and power of the 
United States of America and its right 
to be classed among the great powers 
of modern civilization. 

In the afternoon we went back into 
the old past. Our party went to Mount 
Vernon, on the shores of the fair Po- 
tomac, where the atmosphere of van- 
ished days still lingers. The rooms of 
the old mansion are furnished just as 
they were in Washington's day. These 
quaint old rooms have the same carved 
furniture, the same oid-fashioned tap- 
estry and carpets, the’ queer, high-post 
old bedsteads, the great, deep-seated 
armchairs, the pewter plates and pans, 
the rare old china, the huge fireplaces 
all the belongings of Washington's 


We went down into the old garden 
and walked through the paths that 
Washington's feet must have often 
tred. The hedges are still green and 
the flowe as fragrant as in other 
days. The slave quarters still stand 
near, long rows of humble white dwell- 
ings, but they are silent and unten- 
anted. The slave no longer breathes 
on our soll. Yet we can fancy that he 
would hardly feel his chains with a 
master so kindly as Washington and 
in a place so fair as beautiful Mount 
Vernon, where the distant forest-clad 
hills rise above the placid waters of 
the Potomac, and Mount Vernon lies 
like an emerald upon its breast. 

We met here several members of the 
International Congress which lately as- 
sembled at St. Louis. They were fine- 
looking men, and one beautiful act 
of theire should de noted. They 
brought with them a lovely wreath of 
flowers and evergreens, which they laid 
reverently upon the tomb of Washing- 
ton—a silent tribute to his worth and 
to American patriotism. 

Everything about Mt. Vernon is at- 
tractive, and the grand trees are in a 
flourishing condition, but they all 
seemed to say: “We endure the same 
as yesterday, but man passes, yet the 
great principles which he represented 
are undying, and he lives with them 
forever in the hearts of his country- 
men.“ This place is holy because here 
lived the Father of his Country. 

Tomorrow we go on to Fredericks- 
burg. that famous spot in Virginia 
where one of the great battles of the 
Civil War was fought. it is historic 
ground, where our feet shall tread for 
the next five days, This trip is an edu- 
cation for us all.

| IMPORTANT RIVERSIDE LITIGA- 


TION SETTLED. 
— — 


Suit in Which Many Cities Were 
indirectly interested Will Not be 
Concluded by Final Decision—P. T. 


Evans Called Upon to Explain 
Peculiar Conduct. 


RIVERSIDE, Sept. 30.—The litigation 
pending between the city of Riverside 
and the Riverside and Arlington Rail- 
way Company will be dropped. Trus- 
tees McFarland, Lawler and Chase were 
in Los Angeles Thursday in consulta- 
tion with H. E. Huntington, and a set- 
tlement was reached, which will result 
in dropping all legal and 
the cancellation of the present contract 
on the part of the city to furnish power 
to the street railway company. 

The suit, which has been pending in 
the United States Court, grew out of an 
action of the Trustees in raising the 
price charged for power furnished the 
company. They found that the price 
originally contracted for was such that 
the city suffered a loss, and they set up 
the plea of “ultra vires,” or that the 
city exceeded its power in making the 
contract. The company refused to pay 
the advanced price, and upon the threat 
to shut off power, began injunction pro- 
ceedings. 


Under the settlement the city gives 
up claim to between $5000 and $6000 due 
as the difference between the old rates 
and the advanced, and the pany 
waives its right to claim fu power 
under the contract after October 1. 

By this time the railway company ex- 
pects to be connected with the East 
Riverside electrict plant, now owned by 
Huntington interests, and to have suffi- 
cient power of its own.

IMPORTANT LIBEL CASE WON BY 
SAN PEDRO BANK. 


United 


States Court Establishes 
Valuable Precedent Affecting 
Creditors of Coasting Vessels. 


Litigation of Four Years Ended. 
Wilmington Man Missing. 


SAN PEDRO, Sept. 30.—A decision in 
favor of the Bank of San Pedro, libel- 
lants, against the schooner Alcalde and 
F, R. tman, receiver, has been 
given by Judge Hanford in the Fed- 
eral Court at Tacoma. This was a case 
of much local interest and one affect- 
ing the maratime libel laws and has 
dragged itself through State courts 
and United States courts for four 
years. The action was a libel for $855, 
borrowed by the captain of the schoon- 
er Alcalde on the vessel's credit and 
used to pay his own and the crew's 
wages at the termination of the voy- 

On December 27, 1908, the Alcalde 
was discharging a lumber cargo in the 
port of San Pedror. Capt. White, 
master of the Alcalde, made a request 
of the Bank of San Pedro for the loan, 
which was given him. A receiver had 
been appointed by the Superior Court 
of San Francisco county and was in 
charge of the vessel at the time the 
loan was made. This receiver had been 
a inted at the instance of the mi- 
nority owners of the Alcalde, who 
claimed they were not getting a square 
dea: at the hands of John Beau, who 
owned the majority stock of the vessel. 
The fact that a receiver was in charge 
was unknown to the Bank of San Pe- 
dro, when the loan was made to Capt. 
White. As soon as this information 
was obtained, suit was brought in the 
United States Court in Los Angeles by 
the Bank of San Pedro to recover the 
amount of the loan. The Alcalde was 
discharged by Judge Wellborn, he 
holding that the United States court 
had no jurisdiction while the schooner 
was in the hands of receivers appoint- 
ed by a Su r Court In the State 
of California, and continued within the 
waters of that State. 

Suit was then filed by the Bank of 
San Pedro to recover in the Superior 
Court of San Francisco, which suit 


was lost. 
Then na chase to pounce upon 
the Alcal when she should enter 


a port of another State, and this chas® 
continued for several years. It was 


thought that the Alcalde was cailing at 


ports in Oregon and Washington, but 
she could never be located, as her 
movements were kept a profound se- 
ret, and she was always reported as 

ding and discharging at Califor- 
ma ports. Finally word was received 
that she was at Tacoma and George H. 
Peck, president of the bank, made a 
fiying trip to that port, caught her 
and filed his libel. She was allowed to 
depart under bonds, and a few months 
afterward was totaily wrecked in a 
Cow when going out of Gray's Har- 


In his decision Judge Hanford holds 
that the libel.ant is creditors by reason 
of having advanced money the cred- 
it of the Alcalde to her ca in which 
money was used to disburse the ship. 
It is held that the lender of money 
for the benefit of a ship occupies the 
same position as other creditors who 
supply stores or materials; that is to 
aay, his claim for a lien as security for 
his debt must be grounded upon the 
peculiar facts which have contributed 
the basis of liens for material in mar- 
itime law.
